How Many Years of College Training 
Does Your Teacher Have 
How many years of college training 
d(*es your teacher have? 
More and 
more we are coming to realize that 
college training means a great deal to 
the quality of service a teacher can 
render. 
Of course college training 
does not make a teacher, but it does 
give opportunity for the development 
<1f 
person who has the native ability 
to become a teacher. 
The average 
college training for the 128 teachers 
in the 64 schools of Wise county 
scored this fall is one and t w ot birds 
years, or 75 term hours to be exact. 
To complete the bachelor’s degree one 
must do 180 term hours. 
Among the 
30 one-teacher schools of Wise county 
the teachers of those schools have 
done an average of 65 term hours- 
The

terni, hours of college work.

It will thus he 
seen that iii respect to college train­ 
ing, as in practically every other res­ 
pect, the larger schools make tho bet­ 
ter showing. 
English Most Important Subject 
Taught 
English is the most im portant sub­ 
ject taught 
in our public schools. 
W ithout a working knowledge of the 
English language the pupil is terribly 
handicapped. 
It. is basic to tilt' ac­ 
quirement of all other subjects. 
Wise 
county teachers will do well to stress 
reading and 
language work above 
everything else. 
At the University of 
Texas this fail, 38% of the freshmen 
failed in their English exam inations 
This is a reflection on the work done 
iii our high schools in English. 
The 
English committee a t the university 
urges teachers to stress theme writing, 
spelling, 
Punctuation 
and 
sentence 
structure. The committee deplores the 
high m ortality in English among the 
freshmen and it suggests th at it would 


be better for the high schools to weed 
4ut those who are deficient in 'English,. 
It means great financial loss and ex­ 
treme humiliation for a student to 
liegin his college work and then fail. 
The high school supervisor visited 
the Rhome school last Monday. 
She 
was particularly careful to check up 
on the English work and insisted that 
the nutst thorough drill he given in 
this subject. No, school can secure aud 
retain affiliation credits without at 
least two units in Tnglish. 
This is a 
wise provision since English is the 
basis of the whole curriculum.

Each high school student iii Wise 
county who is attending school out of 
his home district and who expects his 
high school tuition to be paid by his 
homo district must) fill out the high 
school tuition certificate issued by the 
State I>eParunout of Education.
